Many  new  and 
good  things  are  “blowin”  on  the  campus  due  to  the  creat- 
ive and  meaningful  activities  planned  by  the  Campus  Min- 
istry Team. 

^Xccording  to  Sister  Margaret  Cook,  Director  of  the  pro- 

^gram,  the  religious  situation  on  campus  was  evaluated 
last  year.  Although  course  offerings  in  Religious  Studies 
were  meeting  religious  needs  for  some  students,  it  was 
evident  that  many  religious  needs  were  not  being  met  at 
all.  Consequently,  a program  was  planned,  and  readily 
approved  by  the  College,  which  would  work  in  the  non- 
academic  area  of  campus  life,  to  meet  religious  needs 
and  to  create  a better  religious  climate  on  campus. 

The  Campus  Ministry  program  offers  an  opportunity  to 
learn  about  and  experience  faith  in  whatever  form  it  may 
take,  to  plan  and  participate  in  liturgical  services,  to

be  involved  in  study  groups,  discussion  seminars,  and 
retreats,  and  to  give  service  to  needy  persons  in  the  Kan- 
sas City  area.  Interfaith  prayer  services  are  held  on  occa- 
sion, and  the  Eucharist  is  celebrated  daily. 

The  Campus  Ministry  office  is  housed  temporarily  in  Mar- 
ian Center.  However,  a room  as  a Campus  Ministry  Cen- 
ter is  being  planned  and  eagerly  awaited  by  the  Team 
and  the  students.  When  is  Center  is  ready,  the  Campus 
Ministry  program  will  then  be  able  to  offer  students  not 
only  opportunities  for  worship,  discussion,  and  service, 
but  also  a place  in  which  Christian  community  can  be  ex- 
perienced. 

The  new  program  is  staffed  by  a team  of  persons:  Sister 
Margaret  Cook  as  director  of  the  program,  Father  Francis 
Schuele  as  student  chaplain,  and  Sister  Marlene  Stinn  who 
also  serves  as  dean  of  students.  This  team  is  quite  encour- 
aged by  the  enthusiasm  and  cooperation  already  received 
from  many  facets  of  the  campus.  Their  hope  is  to  become 
a dynamic  force,  able  to  facilitate  a vital  meaningful  reli- 
gious atmosphere  on  the  campus.

Avila’s 

Special  Education  Program 
In  Context

Over  the  past  hundred  years,  the  concept  of  teaching  ex- 
ceptional individuals,  that  is,  those  in  need  of  “special” 
education,  has  changed  radically.  No  longer  do  such  indi- 
viduals constitute  separate  and  distinct  categories  of  peo- 
ple. Individual  differences  are  understood  in  terms  of 
degree  and  not  of  kind.  The  perceptual,  conceptual  and 
learning  processes  of  all  people  — whether  they  are  nor- 
mal or  deviant  — are  fundamentally  the  same.  The  abil- 
ity to  perform  accurately  and  appropriately  in  these  areas 
varies  with  individuals. 

Consequently,  the  importance  of  detecting  developmental 
delays  in  young  children  is  repeatedly  stressed.  By  means 
of  early  diagnosis,  deficits  in  the  areas  of  learning  and 
behavior  may  be  recognized;  thus  effective  remediation 
and  therapy  may  be  programmed  for  individual  needs. 

KANSAS  CITY  ASSOCIATION 
FOR  MENTAL  HEALTH  PROJECT 

Cne  means  of  ascertaining  the  developmental  levels  of 
children  is  currently  exemplified  in  “The  Denver  Develop- 
mental Screening  Test”.  With  this  evaluation  children  are 
tested  in  gross-motor,  language,  fine-motor  and  personal- 
social  areas.  During  the  second  semester,  the  Avila  stu- 
dents involved  in  the  teacher  training  program  for  special 
education  will  be  participating  in  a project  initiated  by 
the  Kansas  City  Association  for  Mental  Health.  Children 
in  the  Kansas  City  School  District  will  be  tested  by  means 
of  “The  Denver  Developmental”  with  the  hope  of  admin- 
istering remediation  to  those  in  need,  both  in  the  home 
and  classroom  settings.  The  Avila  students  will  assist  in 
the  testing  of  these  children.  The  participation  of  our 
students  will  not  only  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  Kansas 
City  Community,  but  will  enhance  the  students’  training 
experiences  as  well. 

ED  180:  PERCEPTUAL-MOTOR  TRAINING 

Consistent  with  the  current  philosophy  of  special  educa- 
tion, the  Education  Department  initiated  a new  course 
this  semester  entitled  Perceptual-Motor  Training.  Those 
students  enrolled  in  the  course  are  trained  in  the  recog- 
nition of  motor  and/or  perceptual  deficiencies  and  the 
application  of  appropriate  remedial  activities.  The  stu- 
dents are  working  with  thirteen  children  from  the  Maril- 
lac  School. 

DEVELOPMENTAL  LEARNING  CENTER 

During  the  second  semester,  the  Avila  College  Learning 
Center,  currently  in  progress  at  5228  Rockhill  Road,  will 
be  moved  back  on  campus.  In  its  new  location  it  will  be 
known  as  the  Developmental  Learning  Center.  Conducted 
for  teacher-training  purposes,  the  classrooms  will  provide 
an  educational  program  for  twenty  children  who  evidence 
special  learning  problems  in  either  the  receptive,  associa- 
tive or  expressive  processes. 

Through  these  examples  and  many  others  not  included 
in  this  article,  it  is  obvious  that  Avila’s  special  education 
program  is  responding  to  the  needs  of  our  times  in  its 
emphasis  on  relevance  and  — which  is  perhaps  most  im- 
portant — respect  for  the  individual  differences  of  others.
